Wesleyan's  Heroes  and  Heroines 


Robert  Jenks  Taylor 


In  1865,  confederate  dollars  were  worth 
more  as  paper  than  money,  the  state  of 
Georgia  was  devastated  by  Sherman’s 
destruction,  and  40,000  of  Georgia’s 
young  men  were  dead  or  lost  in  the  war. 
Robert  Jenks  Taylor  was  only  1 1 years  old 
in  1865,  but  it  was  then  that  he  learned  the 
value  of  hard  work.  The  lessons  he  learned 
in  the  post-war  South  were  to  stay  with  him 
throughout  his  lifetime.  His  philosophy 
was  expressed  very  clearly  in  1920  when 
writing  the  policies  for  the  Lamar  Rankin 
Drug  Company  he  said,  “Work  is  a 
blessing  and  not  a curse.” 

R.  J.  Taylor  was  bom  in  Hawkinsville, 
GA  on  June  15,  1854.  He  was  the  first 
child  of  Ezekiel  Henry  and  Sarah  Augusta 
Taylor.  His  father  and  grandfather  were 
doctors  and,  as  a boy,  Mr.  Taylor  dreamed 
of  a career  in  medicine.  The  Civil  War  was 
to  deny  him  the  education  he  needed  to 
become  a physician,  but  it  didn’t  dampen 
his  ambition.

At  age  18  he  went  to  work  as  a clerk  in 
his  uncle’s  dmgstore  earning  $145.00  the 
first  year.  He  was  an  excellent  clerk  and 
as  his  salary  rose  steadily  he  began  to  look 
for  his  own  business  opportunity.  With  his 
savings  of  $215.00  he  started  in  the 
grocery  business,  and  in  1879  he  organized 
the  Taylor  and  Jelks  Drug  Company. 

He  came  to  Macon  in  1889  to  manage 
the  Southern  Phosphate  Works,  a fertilizer 
plant  of  which  he  eventually  became 
president.  In  1891  he  helped  organize  the 
American  National  Bank.  In  1901  he  was 
elected  vice-president  of  that  bank  and  he 
became  the  president  four  years  later.  In 
1911  he  was  named  president  of 
Continental  Tmst  Company.  In  addition  to 
his  banking  interest,  he  was  president  and 


chairman  of  the  finance  committees  of  two 
drug  houses.  It  has  been  said  that  Mr. 
Taylor  “had  a finger  in  every  business  in 
his  section  of  the  state,  except  real  estate.  ” 

Mr.  Taylor’s  lack  of  education 
strengthened  his  respect  for  learning  and 
he  gave  generously  of  his  money,  and  of 
his  gift  for  managing,  conciliating  and 
getting  things  done  in  the  field  of 
education.  His  four  daughters  attended 
Wesleyan  and  Mr.  Taylor  became  one  of 
the  great  benefactors  of  the  College. 

In  1923  he  advanced  $100,000  to  the 
Wesleyan  Board  of  Tmstees  which  enabled 
the  school  to  restore  its  accredited 
standing.  In  1938,  when  Wesleyan  was 
sold  to  the  Bondholder’s  Protective 
Committee,  Mr.  Taylor  chaired  the 


Wesleyan  Corporation  that  launched  a 
campaign  for  the  repurchase  of  Wesleyan’s 
properties.  The  campaign  was  successful 
and  in  1939  the  Corporation  achieved  legal 
satisfaction  of  Wesleyan’s  debt. 

Dr.  Dice  R.  Anderson,  president  of  the 
college  during  those  years  of  financial 
crisis,  said  of  Mr.  Taylor,  “He  was  a great 
friend  of  Wesleyan.  His  growing  grasp  of 
the  real  aim  of  the  college  and  his 
increasing  understanding  of  college 
problems  were  a source  of  amazement  to 
me.  Mr.  Taylor  gave  of  his  means  to 
Wesleyan,  directed  his  great  business 
talents  to  the  interests  of  this  college,  and 
had  her  in  his  heart  till  the  very  end.” 
Robert  Jenks  Taylor  died  on  November 
30,  1939  at  the  age  of  85.

The  Emma  Gaillard  Boyce  Music  Prize 
and 

The  Emma  Gaillard  Boyce  Scholarship 

In  1986  David  G.  Boyce  established  an  endowment  fund  in 
memory  of  his  mother,  Emma  Gaillard  Boyce  ‘ 12.  The  proceeds 
from  this  memorial  have  resulted  in  two  awards  — The  Emma 
Gaillard  Boyce  Music  Prize,  a cash  prize  awarded  annually  to 
the  graduating  senior  who  has  made  the  most  outstanding 
contribution  to  the  life  of  Wesleyan  College  in  the  area  of  music; 
and  The  Enuna  Gaillard  Boyce  Scholarship,  awarded  annually 
to  a promising  student  in  the  field  of  music. 

Emma  Gaillard  Boyce  grew  up  in  Spalding  County,  GA.  She 
graduated  from  Wesleyan  in  1912.  After  college,  she  wore  many 
different  hats  — graduate  student,  college  faculty  member, 
department  head,  music  consultant,  minister’s  wife  and  mother. 
Across  all  these  busy  years,  she  always  tried  to  find  time  to 
give  individual  instruction  in  voice  and  piano.  Her  students  came 
from  all  walks  of  life,  from  pre-teens  to  grandmothers.  She 
challenged  each  one  to  excel. 

“None  of  her  pupils  ever  became  concert  pianists,  operatic 
performers  or  rock  stars,”  said  her  son,  David  Boyce  of  ^viera 
Beach,  FL.  “But  their  cards  and  letters  and  phone  calls  never 
stopped  coming  in  up  until  the  very  day  of  her  death,  expressing 
their  gratitude  and  thanks  for  her  encouragement  and  her  caring 
and  for  making  life  a little  more  meaningful  by  unlocking  a 
magical  door  that  would  allow  them  to  walk  into  that  land  of 
enchantment  called  music.” 


John  A.  Wilson 


The  John  A.  Wilson  Scholarship 

In  memory  of  her  husband,  who  loved  students  and  their  zest 
for  learning,  Marian  Roberts  Wilson  ‘44  established  the  John 
A.  Wilson  Scholarship  in  June  of  1986.  It  is  awarded  to  a 
degree-seeking  student  enrolled  in  the  Center  for  Continuing 
Studies,  the  adult  degree  program  designed  for  women  past  the 
traditional  college  age. 

Mr.  Wilson  was  a man  of  the  sea.  Raised  on  Sapelo  Island, 
GA,  he  built  and  operated  his  own  boat  marina  on  St.  Simons 
Island.  In  later  years,  he  built  and  was  captain  of  the  research 
vessel  for  Emory  University.  For  over  10  years,  he  shared  his 
knowledge  with  hundreds  of  students  who  were  earning  their 
Master’s  and  Ph.D.  degrees  “but  he  always  said  he  learned 
more  than  his  students,”  said  Mrs.  Wilson.  After  Mr.  Wilson’s 
death,  no  one  could  be  found  to  take  over  his  responsibilities 
at  Emory  and  the  program  was  discontinued. 

The  John  A.  Wilson  Scholarship  is  a tribute  to  a man  who 
valued  higher  education.  The  1987  recipient  is  Mrs.  Linda 
Eubanks,  a junior  majoring  in  Middle  Grades  Education. 
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Dr.  Ethel  Cullinan  Named  Academic  Dean 


Dr.  Ethel  A.  Cullinan  has 
been  named  Dean  of  Wesleyan 
College.  She  is  currently  the 
Associate  Dean  of  the  Walter 
F.  George  School  of  Law, 

Mercer  University,  on  leave 
from  her  position  as  Associate 
Professor  of  Political  Science 
at  Macon  Junior  College.  She 
will  take  office  at  Wesleyan  on 
August  3.  Dr.  Cullinan  also 
will  have  faculty  status  as 
Professor  of  Political  Science. 

Dr.  Priscilla  Danheiser, 

Assistant  Dean  and  Registrar, 
will  serve  as  the  Interim  Dean 
until  Dr.  Cullinan  takes  office. 

Dr.  Cullinan  earned  the 
B.A.  degree  in  1967  from 
Connecticut  College  for 
Women  in  New  London,  CT. 

In  1969  she  earned  the  M.A. 
degree  in  Public  Administra- 
tion, American  Government, 
from  the  University  of  Florida 
in  Gainesville,  FL.  Her  thesis 
was  titled  “The  Relationship 
Between  Socio-Economic  and 
Political  Variables  to  the 
Outputs  of  an  Administrative 
Agency.’’ 

She  earned  the  Ph.D.  degree 
in  1975,  also  from  the 
University  of  Florida,  in  Latin 
American  Politics,  Public 
Administration  and  American 
Federal  Relations.  Her  dissertation  was 
‘ ‘Comparative  Political  Socialization: 
Venezuela,  Columbia,  Costa  Rica  and  the 
United  States.’’  She  was  one  of  two 
women  with  twenty  males  in  the  program. 

Dr.  Cullinan  was  employed  from 
1967-1968  as  a management  analyst  at  the 
Library  of  Congress  where  she  acquired 
skills  in  program  and  personnel  evaluation. 


Following  her  work  on  her  master’s 
degree,  she  returned  to  Washington  in 

1971  as  a special  assistant  to  the  Secretary 
General  for  Administration  and 
Management  at  the  Organization  of 
American  States. 

She  married  Neil  M.  Cullinan,  Ph.D. 
and  they  moved  to  Middle  Georgia.  From 

1972  to  1974,  she  was  Assistant  Professor 


of  Political  Science  at  Albany 
State  College  in  Albany,  GA. 
It  was  here  that  she  gained 
valuable  experience  that  pro- 
vided her  with  insights  into  the 
special  needs  of  minority 
students. 

In  1974  Dr.  CuUinan  joined 
the  faculty  of  Macon  Junior 
College  as  Associate  Professor 
of  Political  Science.  She  was 
responsible  for  the  creation 
and  implementation  of  the 
Public  Management  Certifi- 
cate Degree  Program  which 
provides  the  opportunity  for 
mid-level  public  employees  to 
earn  a two-year  certificate. 
She  served  as  chair  of  the 
Internship  Committee  and  the 
faculty-elected  Executive 
Committee  during  the  formu- 
lation of  the  college’s  Re- 
trenchment Policy.  She  also 
was  chair  of  the  University  of 
Georgia  Regents  Advisory 
Conunittee  on  Political  Sci- 
ence and  was  Vice  President 
and  President  of  the  Georgia 
Political  Science  Association. 

In  the  sununer  of  1985,  Dr. 
Cullinan  was  a Fulbright 
Hayes  Fellow  to  India,  where 
she  studied  the  role  of  women 
and  social  change  in  a third 
world  nation.  She  produced  a 
set  of  five  video  programs  that  are 
available  to  colleges  and  universities. 

Dr.  Cullinan  became  the  Associate  Dean 
of  the  Walter  F.  George  School  of  Law  in 
the  fall  of  1986. 

She  is  a member  of  the  League  of 
Women  Voters,  Macon  CouncU  on  World 
Affairs,  Career  Women’s  Network  and 
Networking  for  Women  in  Business. 


Retiring  Faculty  Taught  a Total  of  80  Years 


Three  faculty  members,  who  represent 
a total  of  80  years  of  service  to  Wesleyan, 
retired  in  May. 

Herbert  Herrington,  professor  of 
music,  retired  at  the  end  of  his  39th  year 
at  Wesleyan.  He  came  to  Wesleyan  as  an 
instructor  of  piano  and  organ  in  1948,  but 
his  association  with  the  College  did  not 
begin  then.  Mr.  Herrington  is  a graduate 
of  the  Wesleyan  Conservatory  where  he 
earned  the  Bachelor  of  Music  degree  in 
piano  in  1945  and  the  Bachelor  of  Music 
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degree  in  organ  in  1946.  He  earned  the 
Master  of  Music  degree  at  the  American 
Conservatory  of  Music  in  Chicago. 

Mr.  Herrington  says  his  years  at 
Wesleyan  have  been  “wonderful’’  and  he 
never  even  considered  going  anywhere 
else.  “I  am  a Maconite,’’  he  said,  “my 
roots  are  here.’’  The  “roots’’  he  speaks 
of  go  back  to  1861  when  his  great- 
grandfather came  to  Macon  to  manufacture 
ammunition  for  the  Confederacy. 

In  addition  to  teaching  at  Wesleyan,  Mr. 


Herrington  was  organist  and  choirmaster 
at  St.  Paul’s  Episcopal  Church  for  40 
years.  He  retired  from  there  four  years 
ago.  In  1975  he  retired  after  30  years  as 
organist  and  choirmaster  at  Temple  Beth 
Israel.  He  also  served  for  three  terms  as 
the  Dean  of  the  American  Guild  of 
Organists. 

After  his  retirement,  Mr.  Herrington 
will  “sit  and  rock’’  for  a short  time  and 
then  do  a great  deal  of  traveling.  He  has 
visited  nearly  all  of  the  European  countries

and  has  seen  all  26  medieval  cathedrals  in 
England.  His  favorite  European  countries 
are  England,  Scotland  and  Switzerland.  He 
plans  to  spend  more  time  there  and  to  see 
more  English  churches.

Mr.  Herrington  says  he’s  had  some 
wonderful  colleagues  at  Wesleyan  and 
some  wonderful  students.  “They’ve  kept 
me  young  in  thought,’’  he  said,  and  add^ 
that  even  in  retirement  he  won’t  be  far 
from  Wesleyan,  “I  live  just  one  mile 
away!’’ 

Dr.  Leah  A.  Strong,  Chairman  of  the 
Humanities  Division  and  Banks  Professor 
of  American  Studies  and  United  States 
Language  and  Literature,  retired  after  31 
years  in  the  teaching  profession  — 26  of 
those  years  at  Wesleyan.  When  asked 
about  spending  that  many  years  in  one  job. 
Dr.  Strong  replied,  “Every  year  was 
different;  there  were  always  new  students 
and  the  courses  were  always  revised  and 
updated.  It  never  got  to  be  routine.’’ 

Dr.  Strong  earned  the  A.B.  degree  from 
Allegheny  College,  the  A.M.  degree  from 
Cornell  University  and  the  Ph.D.  degree 
from  Syracuse  University.  She  is  a 
member  of  the  American  Studies 
Association,  the  Modern  Language 
Association,  the  South  Atlantic  Modem 
Language  Association,  Popular  Culture  in 
the  South,  the  Southeastern  American 
Studies  Association  and  the  Phi  Kappa  Phi 
Honor  Society.  She  has  written  many 
articles  and  is  die  author  of  a book  entitled, 
Joseph  Hopkins  Twitchell,  Mark  Twain  *s 
Friend  and  Pastor. 

After  her  retirement.  Dr.  Strong  will 
move  to  Sarasota,  FL  where  she  looks 
forward  to  reading  books  “for  no  reason,’’ 
being  near  the  water  and  becoming 
involved  in  a variety  of  volunteer  activities. 
Dr.  Strong  is  a national  officer  in  the  Coast 
Guard  Auxiliary  and,  among  other  things, 
will  teach  a course  in  recreational  boating 
safety. 

Dr.  Strong  says  she  has  enjoyed  her 
years  at  Wesleyan  and  she  spoke  about 
teaching  as  being  at  the  center  of  her  life. 
“Whenever  people  ask  me  what  I teach. 


Dean  McMinn

After  10  Years 

After  a decade  at  Wesleyan,  Kayron 
McMinn  has  resigned  as  E)ean  and  will 
move  to  Columbus  following  her 
marriage  in  June.  Dean  McMinn  has 
been  at  Wesleyan  for  3 years  as  Associate 
Professor  of  History  before  being  named 
Dean  of  the  College.

I’ll  miss  being  a classroom  teacher  because 
that’s  where  I’m  at  home,’’  she  added,

genuinely  looking  forward  to  my 
retirement. 

Dr.  Jacob  S.  Quiambao,  Manget 
Professor  of  Philosophy,  Religion  and 
Missions  and  Chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Religion  and  Philosophy,  came  to 
Wesleyan  in  1972.  His  records  indicate 
that  in  his  fifteen  years  here,  he  taught 
2,363  students. 

Dr.  Quiambao,  a native  of  the 
Philippines  and  a naturalized  citizen, 
eam^  the  L.L.B.  degree  at  the  University 
of  the  Philippines,  the  B.D.  degree  at 
Garrett  Theological  Seminary,  the  M.A. 
degree  at  Northwestern  University  and  the 
Th.D.  degree  at  Boston  University.  Prior 
to  coming  to  Wesleyan,  he  was  President 
of  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Manila. 
Dr.  Quiambao  has  been  an  ordained 


minister  for  37  years.  In  May  he  also 
retired  from  the  United  Methodist  Church. 

Following  his  retirement,  Dr.  Quiambao 
will  tour  Europe  for  six  weeks  with  his 
wife,  Ermeline,  who  also  retired  this 
spring.  She  was  a professor  of  sociology 
at  Mercer  University.  Dr.  Quiambao’s 
retirement  plans  include  a lot  of  reading 
some  writing.  He  will  continue  to  do 
volunteer  work  in  the  community  and  has 
just  accepted  a position  on  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Middle  Georgia  Girl  Scout 
Council.  He  also  serves  on  the  Macon 
Council  on  World  Affairs  and  on  the 
Executive  Conunittee  of  the  Family 
Counseling  Center. 

Dr.  Quiambao  has  always  been  a 
favorite  of  Wesleyan  students  and  in  a 
recent  note  to  him.
